The suggestion of a drive for the 
amendment came in the midst of 
a program devoted to condemna- 
tion of child labor. The address of 
Senator La Follette centered at- 
tacks on the Supreme Court which 
for a second time recently de- 
clared the Federal child labor law 
unconstitutional. In authorizing 
appointment of a special commit- 
tee the delegates voted to vest in 
it authority to consider all deci- 
sions of the last few years which 
the federation has branded as 
inimical to organized labor.

CHICAGO RENTS HAVE 
TAKEN GREAT TUMBLE 


MANY APARTMENTS NOW ARE 
OBTAINABLD AT RE- 
DUCED RATES 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. } 

CHICAGO, June 14.—An inves- 
tigation conducted by F. W. Arm- 
strong, general manager of the citi- 
zens’ committee to enforce the 
Landis award, shows that rents in 
Chicago have dropped $5 to $15 
per month during the last year. 
The drop, he said, was due to the 
tremendous number of new build- 
ings erected during the construc- 
tion boom, which followed the set- 
Uement of the wage controversy. 

The drop in prices has been 
chiefly in the higher class apart- 
ments. Some flats, which rented 
for $100 per month a year ago, 
now go begging at $85, and in 
some cases agents have indicated 
their willingness to accept a $75 
rental. 

A comparison of the apartment- 
to-rent advertisements this week 
and a year ago shows that four- 
room apartments in the choicest 
part of the city are for rent now 
from $70 to $85.
